mends banning financial dealings be­ 
tween a foundation and its donors, of­ 
ficers or trustees; limiting foundations 
to owning less than a 20 per cent in­ 
terest in any ordinary business and 
b a r r i n g them from speculating in 
stocks and commodities. Foundations 
would be required to pay out income 
from investments within a year after 
e a r n i n g it and their control would 
have to pass to non-family trustees af­ 
ter 25 years. 
The Treasury would achieve reform 


w i t h o u t resorting to the extreme 
measures favored by some congres­ 
sional critics. It rejects, for example, 
their recommendation that all founda­ 
tions be limited to a life of 25 years. 
T h e r e is no reason why foundations 
s h o u l d be forced to liquidate 
as 
long as they serve legitimate public 
purposes. Similary, the Treasury can 
see no merit in the proposal that 
foundations be subjected to regulation 
by a new federal agency. 
The Treasury maintains, as some of 
the critics do not, that many foun­ 
dations are providing valuable serv­ 
ice. They are, it says, powerful instru­ 
ments for growth and improvement in 
“the shape and direction of charity.” 
Under existing conditions, howe\er, 
this rule is being obscured in the pub­ 
lic mind by questionable practices of 
the multitude of foundations where tax , 
avoidance is obviously the primary ob­ 
jective.

Ohio Rainfall in Next Few Weeks Vital 


WOOSTER, Ohio 
(AP)—The 
amount of rainfall in the next 
few weeks will decide the fate 
of this year’s Ohio crops, a 
state agronomist has noted. 
Dr. B. L. Schmidt, agronomist 
at the Ohio Agricultural Experi­

now through April can have a 
big influence on crop growth 
and yields next summer. 


This period, he said, is tho j 
critical time for building up wa­ 
ter stores in the soil. He explain­ 
ed that while February norm al­ 
ly has the lowest average rain­ 
fall of any 
month, 
negligible 
plant use of water and lower 
tem peratures allow soil moisture 
supplies to recharge. As the soil 
becomes saturated, more w afer 
is available for percolation into 
the ground water supplies which 
are recharged also during these 


months, he said. 
“ Not all of the precipitation 
during this time is useful." Dr. 
Schmidt 
pointed 
out. 
sinc® 
much is lost as runoff. 
And 
frozen soil adds to this prob­ 
lem. Rains which come in the 
late winter and early spring oft­ 
en fall for long durations ox cr 
large areas.

“There are numerous prob 
lems but the area has to have 
a pipeline eventually.”

Wt-mile Maumee River Basin-j 
l^ake Erie pipeline came under 
attack last Friday from officials 
In Lima and Findlay. 
Cost of delivered raw water 
is the key to the problem. 
Findlay Mayor John Susser 
claims the pipeline is ‘‘econom­ 
ically unfeasible.” 
Lima Utilities Director Sharon 
Brasier contends participation 
in the project would be "an in I 
tolerable financial burden ” 
The proposed $87.5 rn I ll I on 
pipeline would serve 21 munici­ 
palities in a 14-county area, with 
Lima and Findlay consuming 
about 60 per cent of all water 
sent through the facility. 
“Our main goal Is the devel­ 
opment of the northwest Ohio 
area. And a prime factor in that 
development ts the availability 
of w a t e r,” Neuenschw'ander 
said. 
A department study estimates

WASHINGTON (AP) — Bob 
Brown bas a job with the Nuts \ 
Bolts Co. but didn’t work last 
week because of a strike at the 
plant. Question: Is he employed 
or unemployed? 
He’s employed, according to 
the Labor Department's Bureau 
of Labor Statistics. 
But suppose, while on strike. 
Brown goes over to the Screw 
Washer Factory to apply for a 
job there? 
In that case, he will show' up 
on 
the 
government’s 
jobless 
mils along with some four mil­ 
lion other Americans. 
The names of Bob Brown, the 
Nuts A Bolts Co. and the Screw 
Washer Factory’ are mythical 
of course, (nit the bureau uses 
them to illustrate how it arrives 
at one of the nation s most im­ 
portant 
economic 
yardsticks 
every month. 
During one week In every 
month, some 35,OOO families in a 
carefully 
chosen 
cross-section 
are interviewed by a special 
group of Census Bureau work­ 
ers and die results multiplied to 
get the national unemployment 
raite 
But it's not so simple as just 
knocking on the door and asking 
who in the family is employed 
or out of work 
The 
interviewer 
does 
not 
make the decision Ifs all done 
by electronic coiufmtcr back a* 
the Censua Bureau in Washing-, 
ton. 
The computer Is programmed 
to decide who is tided as em ­ 
ployed. unemployed or not in 
the labor force 
People with regular jobs who 
were absent from work during 
tile survey week because of ill­ 
ness bad weather, strikes or 
various personal 
reasons are 
listed a* employed 
Except, as in Bob Brown’s 


case. a striker who goes looking 
for another job is counted a> 
unemployed lf he simply went 
fishing and waited for the strike 
to end. he would be counted as 
employed. 
Generally, anyone without a 
job who looks for work is listed 
on the jobless rolls. 
But then there’s the case of a 
coal miner thrown out of work 
when the mine was closed per­ 
manently. 
He gives up looking for work 
as futile. Even so. the bureau 
lists him as unemployed even 
though he didn’t actively seek a 
Job during the survey week 
What about Pete. 15. who has 
no paying job, but puts in about 
30 hours a 
week on chores 
around his father's farm** He is, 
considered employed as an un-1 
paid family worker. 
So is Betty Green. who helps 
(wit in her husband’s grocery 
store several days a week. 
Tile bureau counts all persons 
over 14 years of age who are not 
in school, military service or in 
an institution. 
The bureau figures its sample 
survey 
of 
35,000 
households, 
multiplied to get the nation’s 
total unemployment figure, is 
within 200 OOO of the figure a 
total census would show.

It was the first time either 
had called on tile other since 
Eisenhower’s inauguration eight 
years before. 
The presidential race between 
Roosevelt and Hoover in 1932, 
wasn’t pleasant and until World 
War II Hoover had been a con­ 
stant critic of his successor.

In a television Interview said “I 
did invite him (Truman) to the 
White House but lie already had 
some circumstances that pre­ 
vented his coming.”

Fur instance, 
in setting up another commis­ 
sion on government reorganiza­ 
tion, with Hoover heading it. 
Truman had opposed Kenne­

But, once Kennedy got it, Tru­ 
man backed him. Tile two men 
remained friends thereafter. 
In 1961, when this country ran 
into disaster with the Bay of

President Lyndon B Johnson to 
Missouri to explain it to Tru­ 
man. 
And Kennedy consulted with 
Eisenhower, Truman and Hoov­ 
er during the Cuban missile cri­ 
sis in 1962. Truman, reportedly, 
was brought into a National Se­ 
curity Council meeting when the 
Kennedy administration decided 
to resume nuclear testing in 
1961, after the Russians did.

W. Va 
Dear Governor: 
In the press of business, you 
may not have noticed that Ohio 
is after our river. 
The Ohio House had adopted 
a resolution urging Congress to 
fix the center of the Ohio River 


as the boundary between Ohio! 
and the states of Kentucky and 
West Virginia. As you know, th e ! 
present boundary is 
the low 
water m ark on the Ohio side 
of the river. 
The resolution notes that the 
present boundary location “ is 
a constant source of irritation 
to the citizens of the State of 
Ohio and a never-ending prob­ 
lem to the state in adm inister­ 
ing the fishing and boating laws 
and regulations.” 
What they're talking about is 
the regulation saying that an 
Ohioan with an Ohio fishing li­ 
cense can stand on the bank of 
the river on the Ohio side and 
fish, but if he gets into a boat 
arui goes out into our river, he 
must have a West Virginia li­ 
cense. 
There is also the m atter of 
boating licenses. Ohioans need a 
West v irgima license if their 
boat is tied up regularly on our 
river. If they dock it on a tribu­ 


tary within the state of Ohio I 
they don't need a West Virginia 
license. I'm told this is the doc-1 
trine of licensing in the principal 
state of use. 
From the Pennsylvania border 
to the Indiana border, the river 
stretches 451.4 miles. Of this,; 
277 miles makes the Ohio-West 
Virginia border, and 174.4 miles 
make the Ohio-Kentucky border. 
Lets’* just assume that our 
river averages a quarter of a 
mile—or 1,320 feet—in width for 
the 277 miles. Some fast fig-' 
uring (working papers supplied 
on request) show's that if the 
state of Ohio took half of our 
river, it would put 34.5 square 
miles of West Virginia in Ohio. 
The figure would be somewhat 
less for Kentucky. 
It’s my opinion that you should 
try to keep Congress out of this 
and perhaps make a deal. 
I suggest that you give them 
half of our river in return for: 
—A few square miles ai Cin­
